1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach a structure for applying a photoresist to a surface of a workpiece 
comprising a photoresist transfer layer of polydimethylsiloxane, a photoresist on the 
outermost surface of the transfer layer, a cushion layer consisting of rubber for support 
and a covertape holding the photoresist transfer pad.
